At least one species of fish wife has 
a “nest” in which to lay her eggs— 
thanks to perhaps the most thorough­ 
ly domesticated hubby on record. 
At around this time of the year the 
black bass husband sets to work build­ 
ing a nest for his prospective family 
of from 2000 to 10,000 youngsters, 
according to Warden J. M. White of 
the Alabama department of game and 
fisheries.

We took up a position about 200 
yards south of where the dead ani­ 
mal lay and were about full strength 
and therefore well prepared for any 
emergency.

We had a 
pleasant time amongst these children 
of wildest Africa and left next morn­ 
ing on our up river expedition straight 
into the heart of wildest Africa. 
Snakes in the Canoe 
The river now commenced to nar­ 
row and whilst the south bank was 
made up of stiff cliffs and hills, the 
north bank was Inhabited by small 
tribes of Mpangwes and the flats or 
what the natives called ltovta wers 
mostly Inhabited by wan' -'ng Oshe­ 
bas 
After a few days the rapids 
became more frequent, whilst every 
day the sleeping snakes, aroused by 
the singing, would drop Into the big 
canoe, but never during my many, 
many voyages had we a snakeblts 
but they made a quick getaway Into 
the river.

space of time the Oshebas 
cleared away with the Okellys fol­ 
lowing them up for some distance 
but they were loath to leave the rockj 
ground and soon the Oshebas were 
well away, brandishing their spears 
In defiance. 
The Okellys plundered the dead 
and left the wounded naked but did 
not kill them as they said it was 
foolish to kill out as fair fighting war- 
looked upon by the Osnebas as spor 
or fun. but on the other hand thc> 
knew their wounded and would re­ 
venge them, but would be satisfied 
with their good beating and wornd 
most likely for p good tim e bunt fur­ 
ther afield. 
We now left the hill and as the 
Okeilys were busily engaged cutting 
up meat and carrying their wounded 
to town, these numbering five and 
one lay dead in the stone pile.

The wounded men 
conversed freely and to those whc 
wanted it I gave a good tot of good

TE e Okellys found very little plun­ 
der, « few knives, spears and a cross 
bow or two 
The Oshebas bad c a r ­ 
ried away all guns and ammunition 
belonging to their dead and wounded 
It was getting late in the evening 
wheD we retired and the Okellys left 
with two large baskets of elephant 
m eat and likewise two bottles of rum 
griven them from my small stock 
As we left the enemy had already 
returned and they soon had fires go- 
ha« and seemed to be quite as lively 


-ges nestled among the trees, Willis' 
the large native huts composing them 
were all built and clean.

It has been found that the 
army 
worm has infested 
many 
timothy 
fields in New Madrid 
County, 
and 
. some oat and wheat fieds. This is the 
true army worm and not the 
leaf 
worm. This worm if allowed to clean 
up timothy fields can be expected to 
march on to other crops. 
The method of control before they 
begin to march is by the use of poison 
bait. Oft times this will clear up an 
infestation. 
Very good bait can be 
prepared by using ingredients at the 
following rate: 
25 pounds of bran; 
2 quarts of cheap molasses; 1 pound 
of sodium arsenite or Paris Green or 
White Arsenic and 3 gallons of wa­ 
ter. This should be stirred thorough­ 
ly so that every flake of bran is mois­ 
tened and only sufficient water used 
to make a crumbzly mixture. Poison­ 
ed bait should be scattered in the af­ 
ternoon either by hand or by using an 
end-gate feeder, at the rate of 8 to 
10 pounds to the acre sowing as thin 
ly as possible. 
Where the worms 
are 
advancing 
from one field to another they may 
be stopped by plowing 
furrows 
in 
front of their lines of advance and 
dragging a log 
back 
and 
forth to 
work up a dust mulch. If worms are 
located in fields it is best to poisoi» 
now, since it can be expected that two 
to three generations will appear be­ 
fore fall. 
The eggs are laid 
by 
a 
grayish brown moth with a white dot 
on either wing. 
These eggs incubate 
in from four to seven days, the small 
woims reach maturity 
in 
approxi­ 
mately two to three weeks, they then 
burrow into the ground where 
they 
remain 10 to 14 days emerging again 
as a moth. 
Chinch Bugs Are Appearing 
Some damage was experienced by 
the farmers in New Madrid County 
through the chinch bug last year. It 
is now reported that these pests are 
beginning to appear on farms in the 
southern part of the county. 
If the 
weather remains reasonably dry they 
can do serious damage to the crops. 
It is well for every farmer to be on 
the lookout for these pests and if he 
locates them in wheat or oat fields 
be prepared to take control measures 
when the grain i3 cut, at this 
time 
the bugs will leave the grain 
field 
and travel to corn fields nearby. 
The chinch bug will not complete 
its development until after the small 
grain harvest, which means that 
it 
will not have wings until then 
and 
will trave along the ground. 
They 
can be trapped at the time of small 
grain harvest by constructing a bar­ 
rier line around the margin of the 
field. 
This barrier can be made by 
running a narrow line of crude creo­ 
sote along the brow of 
a 
smoothe 
ridge thrown up with a plow. 
Daily 
applications of the creosote are ne­ 
cessary for a period of ten days 
to 
two W( ks. 
If the bugs are trapped 
at this time before they have deveop- 
ed wings, but little damage will 
be 
expected, however, if the wings have 
developed there is nothing that 
can 
be done.

Millions of small wasplike insects

It has been found that the army 
worm has infested 
many 
timothy 
fields in New Madrid County, and 
some oat and wheat fteds. This is the 
true army worm and not the 
leaf 
worm. This worm if allowed to clean 
up timothy fields can be expected to 
march on to other crops. 
The method of control before they 
begin to march is by the use of poison 
bait. Oft times this will clear up an 
infestation. 
Very good baft can be 
prepared by using ingredients at the 
following rate: 
25 pounds of bran; 
2 quarts of cheap molasses; 1 pound 
of sodium arsenite or Paris Green or 
White Arsenic and 3 gallons of wa­ 
ter. This should be stirred thorough­ 
ly so that every flake of bran is mois­ 
tened and only sufficient water used 
to make a crumbxly mixture. Poison­ 
ed bait should be scattered in the af­ 
ternoon either by hand or by using an 
end-gate feeder, at the rate of 8 to 
10 pounds to the acre sowing as thin 
ly as possible. 
Where the worms are advancing 
from one field to another they may 
be stopped by plowing furrows 
in 
front of their lines of advance and 
dragging a log back and forth to 
work up a dust mulch. If worms are 
located in fields it is best to poisoi> 
now, since it can be expected that two 
to three generations will appear be­ 
fore fall. 
The eggs are laid by a 
grayish brown moth with a white dot 
on either wing. These eggs incubate 
in from four to seven days, the small 
worms reach maturity 
in 
approxi­ 
mately two to three weeks, they then 
burrow into the ground where they 
remain 10 to 14 days emerging again 
as a moth. 
Chinch Bugs Are Appearing 
Some damage was experienced by 
the farmers in New Madrid County 
through the chinch bug last year. It 
is now reported that these pests are 
beginning to appear on farms in the 
southern part of the county. 
If the 
weather remains reasonably dry they 
can do serious damage to the crops. 
It is well for every farmer to be on 
the lookout for these pests and if he 
locates them in wheat or oat fields 
be prepared to take control measures 
when the grain is cut, at this time 
the bugs will leave the grain 
field 
and travel to corn fields nearby. 
The chinch bug will not complete 
its development until after the small 
grain harvest, which means that 
it 
will not have wings until then and 
will trave along the ground. 
They 
can be trapped at the time of small 
grain harvest by constructing a bar­ 
rier line around the margin of the 
field. This barrier can be made by 
running a narrow line of crude creo­ 
sote along the brow of 
a 
smoothe 
ridge thrown up with a plow. Daily 
applications of the creosote are ne­ 
cessary for a period of ten days to 
two wc ks. 
If the bugs are trapped 
at this time before they have deveop- 
ed wings, but little damage will 
be 
expected, however, if the wings have 
developed there is nothing that can 
be done.

now trying to extend its use to corn. 
Cotton- PtBfits in the county

been increased $150,000 a year by the 
use of this potash (Kainit, Mr. Tal­ 
bert says. 
Where 
cotton 
rusts it 
doubles the yield. 
It seems logical 
that it will help any other crop on 
the land where it is so beneficial 
to 
cotton. 
To test this theory, potash 
has been applied to corn on the farms 
of A. J. Graves of Senath and T. J. 
Dcuglass of Kennett, Route One. This 
is on land where cotton rusts. Extend­ 
ing this test still further, Mr. Talbert 
has had 19 of his corn club members 
side dress a portion of their corn club 
patches with potash in the form 
of 
muriate. Other tests of this kind are 
being lined up, and it is thought by 
many who have studied the 
subject 
that our county income will be great­ 
ly increased within a few years 
by 
the use of the right kind of fertilizers.

The Nebraska game 
commission's 
plan encouraging landowners to raise 
game fish at a profit has been declar­ 
ed a success, and several other States 
are considering a similar move.
